HAVEN, Jan. 22.—A tremendous 


explosion of gas occurred in the factory of 
Frank Pflegar & Collocated in the build- 
ing of English & Mersy, on Crown street. 
One man was ipstantly killed by the ex- 
plosion, two others lost their lives in the 
fierce fire which followed, the buildings 
and contents were totally destroyed, and 
a loss of $100,000 


The dead are: Joseph C. Haaser, ma- 


chinist, aged 38, body frightfully mangled; 
Thomas Toof, aged 40, body almost burned 
away; Harbona Stevens, aged 84, body 
horribly burned. 


Injured: Frank P. Pflegar, St., burned 


about face and arms; Alexis Krah, a fore- 
man, burned and bruised; Frank C. 
Richter and James T. McNeil, seriously 
bruised. 


The explosion occurred without a sec- 


ond's warning, and was felt throughout 
the city. The cylinder of a gas-regulator, 
containing a gaseous fluid with which an 
experiment was being made, blew out with 
a report similar to that of a ten pounder. 
The retort tore through the celling in the 
apartment of Frank P. Pflegar A Co., and 
hurst through the roof. Joseph Mauser, a 
machinist, was attending the regulator, 
and was torn to atoms. His throat was 
cut> one leg was blown off, both arms and 
the remaining leg were broken, the face 
was battered to a pulp and the trunk was 
a mass of cuts and bruises. 


At the time of the explosion there wera 


in the building forty persons, including 
the factory hands and the office clerks in 
the three concerns located there. The 
building was a four-story brick structure. 
On the ground floor and second story were 
the works of English & Merrick, manu- 
facturers of carnage hardware. On the 
third floor were the room* of Edwin J. 
Toof & Co., makers of sewing machine at- 
tachments, and the fourth floor was occu- 
pied by F. P. Pfleger & Co., machinists. 


As soon as the report was heard the work- 


men rushed for their lives. In an instant 
the building was filled with smoke, steam 
aa&4ost, an* flames bant oat with great 
violence, farmed by the draft of air ad- 
mitted through the front of the building, 
which had been completely blown out. In 
a trice the flames communicated to the 
whole building. 


The entire flre department, together 


with the reserves, was called to the scene, 
and it was three hours before the flre was 
under control Meanwhile Hauser's body 
had been found on the first floor. As the 
firemen arrived upon the scene the crowd 
which had gathered was scattered by an- 
other explosion, not so violent as the first. 
When the building could be entered the 
search for dead bodies was begun. The 
roll was called and it was thought that 
all had been accounted for. A little later, 
however, the firemen made then- way 
through a mass of debris and came upon 
two horribly burned bodies, which ware 
identified as those of Bookkeeper Stevens 
and Thomas Toof. 


The loss will prove total to the owners 


of the building and the tenants. Although 
the loss will not reach a figure much in 
excess of f 100,000, there is insurance on the 
property amounting to (133,000. It appears 
that in order to use acetyline in a build- 
ing a special permit must ba obtained. 
This had not been done in this case, and it 
is likely that some contest will be made 
•gainst the claims for insurance. 


AN EQUINE HOLOCAUST. 


A teor* of Hone* Burned to Death a| 


ItMcuter, Fa. 


LAMCASTEB, Pa., Jan. M.-Fire ' last 
night destroyed the large frame livery and 
boarding stables of Benjamin W. Hirsh, 
In the central section of the olty. The 
building was of frame, and the flames 
spread with great rapidity, the structure 
beluga blazing mass when the firemen 
reached it. There were between thirty 
and forty horses in the stables when the 
fire broke out, and less than half of them 
were gotten out, the number burned being 
estimated at twenty or more. Among 
these were valuable animals with good 
race track records. The terror of the 
frightened beasts, penned in their flam- 
Ing prison, added to the excitement. 


The firemen were hampered In the work 


of preventing the spread of the flames by a 
network of electric light, telephone and 
telegraph wires surrounding the building 
Nothing In the building was saved, the 
efforts ot the firemen being directed to 
saving the adjoining property. Quantities 
of oats, hay and other material were de- 
stroyed, together with many valuable car- 
riages. The loss will aggregate upwards 
of 130,000. The fire is thought to have 
been of incendiary origin.

Campos and Arderius temporarily 


HAVAWA, Jan. «).— A dispatch from 


Madrid announces that General Valeriano 
Weyler has, accepted the appointment to 
the governorship of Cuba, and will sail' for 
the island on Friday next. General Suaxez 
Valdes has been appointed second in com- 
mand. General Polavieja, whose name 
had been mentioned as the probable suc- 
cessor of General Campos, had a confer- 
ence on Saturday with the president of the 
council of ministers, Sanor Canovas del 
Castillo, at Madrid. The general expressed 
himself as favoring the appointment of 
General Valeriano Weyler as captain gen- 
eral, and in consequence the latter was 
s«nt for. Cuban sympathizers here declare 
that Weyler's policy will be one- of brutal 
Mmihilation. 


On Saturday General Campos, who will 


return immediately to Spain, sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Senor Castillo: "I 
consider your telegram as an order, but I 
ought to state that I have not given my 
resignation. I have no sense of failure. I 
am the first to congratulate the govern- 
ment apon its decision, which, perhaps, 
will avert disagreements which do not 
affect me and yet might be hurtful to 
Spain."

It Wrecks a Manufacturing Build­ 
ing at New Haven, 


New H aven, Jan. 23.—A tremendous 
explosion of gas occurrcd In fcho factory of 
Frank Pflegar & Co.,locatod in fcho build­ 
ing of English & Mersy, on Crown street. 
One man w as ipstantly killed by the ex­ 
plosion, two others lost their lives in the 
fierce fire which followed, tho buildings 
and contents were totally destroyed, and 
a loss of $100,000 
The dead are: Joseph C. Haasor, ma­ 
chinist, apod 38, body frightfully mangled; 
Thomas Toof, aged 40, body almost burned 
away; Harbona Stevens, aged 94, body 
horribly burned. 


Injured: Frank P, Pflogar, Sr., burned 
about faco and arms; Alexis Krah, a fore­ 
man, burned and bruised; Frank C. 
Richter and James T. McNeil, seriously 
bruised. 


Tho explosion occurred without a sec­ 
ond's warning, and was felt throughout 
the oity, Tho cylinder of a gas regulator, 
containing a gaseous fluid with which an 
experiment was being made, blew out with 
a report similar to that of a ten pounder. 
The retort tore through the celling In the 
apartment of Frank P. Pflogar & Co., and 
burst through the roof. Joseph Hauser, a 
machinist, was attending the regulator, 
and was torn to atoms. H is throat was 
out, one leg was blown off, both arms and 
the remaining leg were broken, the faco 
was battered to a pulp and the trunk was 
a mass of cuts and bruises. 


At the time of tho explosion thore were 
in the building forty persons, inoludlng 
the factory hands and the office clerks in 
the throe concerns located there. Tho 
building was a four-story brick structure. 
On the ground floor and second story were 
the works of English & Merrick, manu­ 
facturers of carriage hardware. On tho 
third floor were the rooms of Edwin J. 
Toof & Co., makers of sewing machine at­ 
tachments, and the fourth floor was occu­ 
pied by F. P. Pfleger & Co., machinists. 


As soon as tho report was heard the work­ 
men rushed for their lives. In an instant 
the building was filled with smoke, steam 
and dust, and flames burst out with great 
violence, fanned by the draft of air ad­ 
mitted through the front of the building, 
which had been completely blown out. In 
a trice the flames communicated to the 
whole building. 


The entire flre department, together 
with the reserves, was called to the soene, 
and it was three hours before the flre was 
undor control. Meanwhile Hauser’s body 
had been found on tho first floor. As the 
firemen arrived upon the scene the crowd 
which had gathered was scattered by an­ 
other explosion, not so violont as tho first. 
When the building could be entered the 
search for dead bodies was begun. Tho 
roll was called and It was thought that 
all had been accounted for. A little later, 
however, the firemen mado their way 
through a mass of debris and came upon 
two horribly burned bodies, which were 
identified as thoso of Bookkeeper Stevens 
and Thomas Toof. 


The loss will prove total to the owners 
of the building and the tenants* Although 
the loss will not reach a figure muoh In 
excess of $100,000, thoro is insurance on the 
property amounting to $103,000. It appears 
that in order to use acctyline in a build­ 
ing a special permit must be obtained. 
This had not been done In this caso, and it 
is likely that some contest will be made 
against the claims for insuranoe* 


D eath of G eneral Ewing. 


N ew Y ork, Jan. 22.— Gonoral Thomas 
Ewing, who was knocked down by a cable 
car on Monday, died yesterday from tho 
shock. General Ewing hod left his home, 
intending to go down town by tho olovatod 
road. As he reached Third avenuo a cable 
car passed, and he stopped directly behind 
it, not noticing that ono from the opposite 
direction was right upon him. Tho corner 
of tho car struck him and throw him back 
several yards, and he landed on his head. 
General Ewing, who was a native of Ohio, 
was one of the lieutenants of the late Al­ 
len G. Thurman in his Ohio campaign, 
and sorved a torm in congrcss from that 
state. He had a jlistlnguislied war record. 


A m erican Prisoners m the Transvaal. 
W ashington, Jan. 21.—»Senators White 
and Perkins, of California, had an Inter 
view with Secretary Olney yesterday con­ 
cerning the imprisomont of Mr. Hammond 
and other Americans in the Transvaal, 
and afterwards unified in a statement to 
the effect that “Wo are satisfied the secre­ 
tary of state has done and is doing his ut­ 
most to protect American interests in the 
Transvaal* Mr. Olney stated that state­ 
ments made derogatory to Mr. Munion, 
our consular agent at Johannesburg, aro 
untrue. It is not thought probable that 
any real danger can arise without due no­ 
tice to our government.” 


An A rctic E xplorer's Death» 


C h ris tia n a , Norway, Jan. 22.—Lieu­ 
tenant Eyirnd Astrup, the Arctic ex­ 
plorer, who took part in Lieutenant 
Peary's Greenland expeditions, was found 
dead yesterday in the Lille Klvedal valley,

AN EQUINE HOLOCAUST. 


A Score of Horses Burned to Death at 


LaMcait«r, Fa. 


L ancaster Pa., Jan. 91.-—Firs * last 
night destroyed the large frame livery and 
boarding stables of Bonjamin W. Hirsh, 
in tho central section of the oity. The 
building was of frame, and the flames 
spread with great rapidity, tho structure 
being a blazing mass when tho firemen 
reached it. 
There were between thirty 
and forty horses in the stables when the 
fire broke out, and less than half of them 
were gotten out, the numbor burned being 
estimated at twonty or more. 
Among 
theso were valuable animals with good 
race track records. The terror of the 
frightened beasts, penned in their flam­ 
ing prison, added to the excitement. 


Tho firemen were hampered in the work 
of preventing the spread of the fiames by a 
network of eleotrio light, telephone and 
telegraph wires surrounding the building. 
Nothing in the building was saved, the 
efforts ot the flromen being diroctod to 
saving the adjoining property. Quantities 
of oats, hay and other material were de­ 
stroyed, together with many valuable car­ 
riages. The loss will aggregate upwards 
of 120,000. The fire is thought to have 
been of inoendiary origin. 


GENERAL CAMPOS* SUCCESSOR. 


General W eyler W ill Lead the War Against 
Cuban Insurgents. 


M a d rid, Jan. 18. — The cabinet has 
unanimously decided to supersede Captain 
General Martinez de Campos and his non­ 
tenant, General Arderlus, owing to differ­ 
ences which exist between them and tho 
political parties in Cuba. General Marin 
and General Pando, who are now In com­ 
mand of Spanish troops in the province of 
Santiago de Cuba, will replace Generals 
Campos and Arderlus temporarily, 


H a v a n a , Jan. 90.—A dispatch from 
Madrid announces that General Valeriano 
Weyler has accepted the appointment to 
the governorship of Cuba, and will sail for 
the island on Friday next* General Suarez 
Valdes has been appointed second In com­ 
mand* General Polavioja, whose name 
had been mentioned as the probablfc suc­ 
cessor of General Campos, had a confer­ 
ence on Saturday with the president of the 
council of ministers, Sonor Canovas dol 
Castillo, at Madrid. The general expressed 
himself as favoring the appointment of 
General Valeriano Weyler as captain gen­ 
eral, and m consequence the latter was 
sent for. Cuban sympathizers here declare 
that Weyler's policy will be one* of brutal 
annihilation. 


On Saturday General Campos, who will 
return immediately to Spain, sent the fol­ 
lowing telegram to Senor Castillo: “I 
consider your telegram as an order, but I 
ought to state that I have not given my 
resignation, I have no sonso of failure. I 
am the first to congratulate the govern­ 
ment upon Its decision, which, perhaps, 
will avert disagreements which do not 
affect me and yet might be hurtful to 
Spain." 
________ 


The Proclam ation Ready. 


W a sh in g to n , Jan. 21.—It is learned 
from a trustworthy source that the United 
States is about to recognize the belliger­ 
ency of the Cuban Insurgents, There is 
high authority for tho statement that 
President Cleveland was ready on Satur­ 
day to Issuo a proclamation recognizing 
the belligerency of the revolutionises, and 
that it was withheld on account of the an­ 
nouncement of tho recall of General Cam­ 
pos. It was felt by tho president that to 
issue a proclamation Immediately on the 
heels of this action would be an affront to 
the Spanish government, and a delay of a 
few days was accordingly decided upon. 


T rain D ropped In to a M int. 


H a z le to n , Pa., Jan, 21.—Tho Lehigh 
Valley train which loft Wilkesbarre at 
5:15 o'clock last night, and is duo here at 
7:22, In chargo of Engineer Michael Lon­ 
ger and Conductor George Eeese, was pre­ 
cipitated into a coal mine near this place. 
Lonzor was wedged between the baggage 
car and tho ground, and was crushed to 
death. The fireman, Frederick Meyers, 
escaped with a lacerated scalp, but will 
probably die. Several passengers were In­ 
jured, but all were able to walk to this 
city.

just off Anclote Keys, moving from 
there to Cedar Keys, and we worked in 
from three to six fathoms. 
Some of 


the finest sponges in the world come 
from that coast and hundreds of men 
are worked there. We coasted up and 
down in a thirty-ton schooner-rigged 
crafti with a broad beam and drawing 
but little water. We carried ten men, 
including the cook, and four dingies, 
which, you know, are small yawls. 
Two men to a dingy was the way we 
were told off, one to skull and one to 
hook. The dingies were eighteen feet 
long and five feet beam, light and 
strong. They are made light because 
two men handle them, and they must 
be strong and seaworthy because we 
worked sometimes in a heavy sea. 


"The sculling notch was to one side 


of the centre of the stern, and it was 
cut in the end of a short bit of plank 
which could be taken off if it was in 
the way. The sponge hooks are made 
of iron, have three prongs and are 
curved. They are about six inches 
wide, and a long pole fits into the 
socket. One man, as I said, sculled 
the boat slowly along, and the other 
hunted for the sponges. He used the 
sponge glass and motioned to the man 
in the stern to go this or that way. 
When he saw a good sponge he shoved 
the hook down over it and fastening 
the prongs of the hook in it pulled it 
from the bottom and into the boat. 


"When we got a boat load we 


eculled to the schooner, and the 
sponges were piled up on the deck un- i 
til the 'gurry' ran out of them. The i 


ods used ia the Florida and Cuban 
fishing grounds are useless when the 
pponges lie in deep water. 


In some parts of the Mediterranean 


Sea, where very fine sponges are 
used. The diver fastens a stone to his 
feet and with a long rope in his hand 
goes down feet first. Some divers can 
remain under water for three minutes 
at a time. They snatch the sponges 
from the bottom, working rapidlv as 
possible. If lucky the diver fills" the 
little basket he carries, tugs hard at 
the rope and is drawn to the surface. 
Another method employed in sponge- 
fishing is dredging. 
The dredge is a 


strong, heavy net, from six to eight 
yards long and about one yard high. 
It is made of hair cords, with the 
meshes about four inches square. 
This is dragged along the bottom by a 
rope attached to the bowsprit of a 
small sailing vessel. As it passes over 
the bottom it tears the sponges from 
their anchorage and they fall into the 
net. 


Of late years divers clad in armor \ 


have become common off the Greek 
coast. 
They descend in thirty and 


forty fathoms and bring up the finest 
surgeon, nursery and toilet sponges 
and rare cup sponges. 
After the 


sponges are brought to the land they 
are buried in sand and kept there un- 
til they are decomposed. 
Then they 


are washed in a funning stream of 
fresh 
water, carefully dried 
and 


packed in bales for.the market. If the 
sponges are not perfectly dry when 
packed they are liable to catch the 
"cholera," whicn means that they be- 
come heated and are discolored with 
orange colored blotches. 


The demand for fine sponges always 


exceeds the supply, and some particu-

A remarkable feat of engineering 


has just been success fully accomplished 
by a Pacific coast firm. An attorney 
named Ernest Sevier is the owner of a 
two-story house at Arcata, twelve 
miles from Eureka.

cata Sevier determined to have the 
house moved to Eureka, where he in- 
tended having it set up on some land 
that he owned.

Edgar Pratt, says a Soclus letter 


to the New York Times, was a sen of 
William Pratt, a well-known farmer, 
who for many years resided on a farm 
which he owned on the town line road 
between Williamson and 
Ontario, 


south of the "Ridge Read," so called. 
The family is one of the oldest in 
Wayne County. 


The "Ossified Man" was born in the 


town of Williamson, was educated at 
the public schools in that village, and 
completed his education in Sodus 
Academy. 
He was a well-formed 


young man, bright, and fine looking. 
He came to Sodus about 1878 and 
went to work for Charles Delano, 
learning the trade of carriage trim- 
ming. 
He was not religiously in- 


clined, in which respect be differed 
very materially from his parents and 
other members of the Pratt family. 
While the young man was working 
at his trade his father sold the farm, 
and with the family removed to 
Douglass, Butler Coonty, Kan., the 
son Edgar accompanying. The latter 
secured a position as stage driver. 
Through exposure on the stage routs 
he contracted 
rheumatism, which 


eventually compelled his abandoning 
that vocation. His condition became 
critical. He recovered from his ill- 
ness, and shortly afterward removed 
to Sodus, where he opened up a car- 
riage trimming establishment. Eheu- 
matism returned, and he was soon 
prostrated with his old ailment. Medi- 
cal science was invoked, but nothing 
could be done. At length, being ia 
destitute circumstances, his brother, 
Daniel Pratt, came from Kansas and 
tookEdgarout Westwithhim. Shortly 
after this ossification began to set in 
and the patient suffered untold agony. 


An exhorter came to Douglass, 


which was then comparatively desti- 
tute of religious influences, and Pratt 
became converted. 
He joined the 


Methodist Episcopal Church and soon 
became one of the warmest supporters 
Df that denomination. 
Ossification 


by that time had become so a'ilvancsd 
that the man was taken before a board 
sf medical experts in New York Cifey. 
The case had baffled the skill of all 
Western physicians who had been 
consulted. The New York surgeons 
pronounced the case a most marvelous 
one in the annals of medical jurispru- 
dence. 


An offer of $1000 per year during 


life and $5000 to the widow at his 
death, provided Pratt would con- 
tract to have his body delivered to 
the New York medical experts at 
his death, was spurned, Pratt alleg- 
ing that his condition was due to an 
act of Providence. 
He claimed that 


he was suffering a just punishment for 
not improving his talents while young 
and before being afflicted with disease. 
His exhortations became 
so 
pro- 


nounced that his religious admirers 
built a wagon, in which he 
lay 


stretched out rigid as a block of mar- 
ble. During the last four years of his 
life he suffered ao pain whatever, but 
was unable to move a joint. 
Starva- 


tion at one time threatened him, and 
four of his front teeth were removed, 
and through the aperture thin liquid 
food was injected, and thus was life 
sustained. 
In his carriage he was 


taken to camp meetings, where he was 
the centre of attraction on account of 
his condition and the earnestness with 
which he exhorted. 
It is said that 


through his instrumentality thousands 
were converted. 


Offers from museums were refused, 


Pratt insisting that his mission was 
to convert as many to religion as pos- 
sible during his remaining days. 
His 


faithful wife remained with him until 
his death, which occurred less than a 
year ago. Museum managers and phy- 
sicians, even after Pratt's death, con- 
tinued to deluge the widow and parents 
of the ossified man with letters and tele- 
grams offering large amounts for the 
remains. This so alarmed the father 
that he declined to allow his son to ba 
buried in the Do«^la<5s cemetery, but 
instead had the body interred in a 
flower bed in iue dcarynrd benaath 
the father's window, where he could 
keep an ever-watchful eye upon it. It 
so happened recently, however, that 
the father was drawn as a juror at El 
Dorado, the couaty seat, and during 
his absence the ghouls succeeded in 
robbing the grave. 


Viewed from a scientific standpoint 


the case of Edgar Pratt was one of the 
most puzzling ever brought before the 
attention of medical experts. 
Pratt is

TO SAVE THE ROSES. 


Tho price of roses is eternal vigil­ 
ance, as every rosarian of even a littls 
experience knows. 
At this precisc 
moment there already aro other oyoa 
than our own fixed upon these prom­ 
ising buds; oyos whose influence wilj, 
if unchecked, prove as 
fatal and 
blighting to thoir anticipated opening- 
and beauty as did any “ evil eye” of 
ancient story. 
A careful watch miufc 
bo kept over tho bushes from tlido 
timo on that the tho little green “ loaf 
roller,” whose presence may readily 
be dotected by tho glued leaf in which 
he has just started out inlife, does not 
oat his way out of his temporary 
quarters, and tiring of the leaf, begin 
feeding, as ho soon does, upon ths 
more delicate morsel, the young bucl. 


A good syringing with hellobore tea 
will effect much toward keeping down 
this troublesome enemy of the quoofl 
of flowers; but ono must not bo to*> 
squeamish, if ho desires roses in June, 
to go over his bushes now and then, 
and pinch tho marauders wherever 
found. 
Next to this should come tho 
frequent and thorough treatment of 
tho bushes with the hose, thrashing 
thorn well with the spray both froi;a 
above and beneath. 
This is a very 
effective means of clearing them qf 
thoir various enemies; tho “ rose hop« 
per,” or “ thrips,” as he is also called, 
is particularly averse to water, flying 
off in swarm* at this treatment, wheu 
nothing else will move him. 
Tbo 
plants, too, find it refreshing, appear 
to thrive under it, as it tends to keep 
tho soil around them cool aud moist. 


Disbudding the bushes to some ex­ 
tent will also bo found an excellent 
practice if one seeks toprc duce strong, 
fine specimens. 
The mos* of our hy­ 
brid roses have a habit of blooming in 
clusters. 
If 
one 
have 
sufficient 
strength of mind, all but tho largest 
one may be removed to thD very great 
advantage of that particular specimen. 
This, however, is at quite n sacrifice of 
the mass of bloom, and might, per­ 
haps, best bo practiced upon bushes 
reserved to furnish fresh c it flowers, 
those more especially intended for 
effect in the plantations about the 
house being allowed to carry the mass 
of their buds with little disturbance. 
—Boston Transcript.

KILLING THE WEEH3. 


W ith the seed all in the ground the 
business of tho farmer and J^is help is 
now killing weeds. 
The word hoeing 
is a misnomer, and has misled many a 
laborer as to the purpose of '¿he work 
that has been designated by that name. 
I t is not hoeing the plant at p.ill—the 
corn, the potatoes and the beans— 
that we are after. 
It is simply to kill 
the weeds that aro out of place among 
the crops growing. 
In our long ex­ 
perience with hired help on tho farm 
this has been one of the hardest of 
lessons for them to learn. 
Thiv im ­ 
pression seems to be, and is hard for 
them to overcome, that the valuable 
plants are the ones to receive atten­ 
tion, rather than the weeds. 
As a 
consequence the plants are hoed and 
the weeds too much overlooked or 
neglected. 


When work has been done as it 
ought to be the soil has been thorough- 
I t stirred, fined and smoothed before 
# 
r 


the seed is planted. 
That kind of 
work, then, calls for no more atten­ 
tion. 
Once done it is done for a 
whole season, and does not go back on 
you for that year. 
So there is no call 
for digging, deep-working of tho soil 
alter the seed is planted. 
The seed 
bed has already been prepared aud is 
now only to be left for the rootlets of 
the growing plants to burrow in ac­ 
cording to their own peculiar habits. 
All disturbance of them and their 
habits works damage. 


Thus it is plain to be seen that this 
killing the weeds, misnamed hoeing, 
which is now to largely claim the a t­ 
tention of the farmer for a month to 
come, hits to do only with the surface 
of the soil. 
W ith this in mind tho 
philosophy of modern appliances and 
tho latest methods of doing this work 
is at once apparent. 
All wo are after 
is to kill the weeds and let the plants 
grow. 
This is best and easiest done 
by simply stirring tho surface soil 
when the weeds have but just started 
into growth. 
All weeds coming from 
seeds scattered in tho soil are easily 
destroyed i n . this way at this early 
Btago of their growth. 
To be effec­ 
tive, however, it is necessary that the 
work bo entered upon early after the 
planting and rejjeated 
often. 
The 
young weeds but just starting into 
growth will then havo had no time to 
get rooted in the soil. 


But there k a class of deeper rooted 
weeds, like thistles and witch grass, 
that the modern broadcast method of 
work is hardly a match for. 
In such 
case more vigorous methods must in 
p art at least be drawn upon. 
I t is a 
fact that runs all through our farm 
work that the same implement is not 
best in all casus. 
The weed-killers 
must bo of a kind called for by tho 


MORE SMALTi FARMS NEEDED. 


The massing of capital in order to 
conduct business on tho larsrest scale 
is now tho tendency in almost every 
branch of manufacturing 
industry. 
In this way, by employing the best 
methods and tho most expensive ma­ 
chinery, most of the small dealers and 
manufacturers havo been forced out of 
business. 
Of late years this has gono 
still further, and tho largo capitalist 
has been either obliged to join somo 
trust or to be crushed by it. 
Somo 
have thought that in this method lies 
the remedy for the depression that has 
for a number of years been suffered by 
the farming industry. 
If wholesale 
methods and the employment of large 
capital are necessary to make other 
industries profitable, why should not 
tho same means produce like results 
in farming? 


Those who ask tho question over- ‘ 
look the fact that farming on an ox- 
tensive scale has always been practised 
in this country. 
Whilo it is true that 
this has mostly been with insufficient 
capital, it is likely that even with an 
unlimited supply of money tho farm ­ 
ing could not be made profitable over 
largo areas under one management. 
There are several difficulties which 
confront the wholesale farmer at the 
start. 
Very few men have the requi­ 
site executive ability to handle largo 
bodies of laborers and get as much 
out of their work as thoy would earn 
working for themselves. 
I t is very 
difficult to get good farm help now, 
and the di faculty is likely to prove 
greater rather than less. 
Farm work 
requires the 
constant 
and active 
thought of those engaged in it to a 
far greater extent than does any branch 
of 
manufacturing 
industry* 
The 
workman in charge of a machino be­ 
comes himself in time something like 
the machino which he handles. 
Tho 
workman on the farm is in partner­ 
ship with nature, and ho must vary 
his work with all her changes. 
The 
idea that anybody can bo a successful 
farmer is the greatest mistake that 
can be made. 
The succesful farmer 
must be a thinker, and such men are 
less common 
than is generally be­ 
lieved, 
The men who are thinkers 
can 
generally get 
employmant 
at 
something that will pay better than 
farming. 


But the chief reason why farming 
on a largo scale cannot be made suc­ 
cessful is that enough manure cannot 
be either made or purchased on a large 
farm to maintain fertility. 
The large 
farmer almost invariably grows the 
crops which have the greatest facilities 
for harvesting in improved labor-sav­ 
ing implements. 
These are grain 
crops, and all aro very exhaustive. 
They quickly reduce fertility to the 
point w’here the crop, oven with these 
facilities for harvesting it, will not pay 
for growing. 
It is only by the con­ 
tinued extension of wheat growing in 
the Northwest into new territory that 
the cultivation of this crop in hun­ 
dred-acre fields is possible. 
This can­ 
not last many years longer. 
When 
the area of uncropped land is ex­ 
hausted, tho wheat growing *of tho 
future must be done on smaller farms, 
which will necessitate growing a larg­ 
er crop per acre. 
This has become 
necessary already. 
The low pried of 
wheat leaves no profit if grown exten­ 
sively, except on land that has never 
previously borne more than two or 
three crops. 
Altor this tho bonauza 
wheat farm with the cream of its fer­ 
tility taken off must bo slowly restored 
to productiveness by being devoted to 
stock growing, to dairying and to 
mixed husbandry. 


What is wanted in most parts of the 
country is the cutting down of too 
large farms, and their subdivision 
into small places, 
with a greater 
amount of capital to work them. 
It 
is a mistake to suppose that money 
cannot be made on small farms of 
twenty to forty or fifty acres, If their 
owner is quick to perceive what his 
land is best adapted to growing, he 
can make more money on one of these * 
email farms than any one can on fivo 
times as much land devoted to tho 
crops in which there is the strongest 
competition,-—American Cultivator,

Something to Remember. 


Lemon juice will remov« grease from 


kitchen tables. This being tbe .case, 
save tbe squeezed-out halves of the 
fruit used in cookery and rub them on 
tbe table before scrubbing It. 


When acid has been spilled on to any 


article and the color destroyed, It may 
frequently be restored by dabbing the 
marks with a little spirits of harts- 
horn. Another method is to pour am- 
monia on to the mark, and then well 
soak it with chloroform. 


A. useful blacking for boots may be 


made as follows: Take three ounces of 
ivory black, two ounces of trt^cle, half 
an ounce of sweet oil, and half an ounce 
of vitriol. Add gradually a quarter of 
a pint of vinegar and three-quarters 
of a pint of water. Mix together into 
a paste. 


A method of removing spilt ink is first 


to take up as much as possible with a 
spoon and then pour some milk on the 
place. Tills will mix with tbe remain- 
ing ink and must also be taken up with 
a spoon, and this must be repeated until 
the milk is hardly colored with ink at 
all. Then wash the place with cold 
water and wipe dry with a cloth. 


Ill close, mild weather it is impos- 


sible to be too careful about the buck- 
ets in which .refuse is kept. It should 
be burned or buried or got rid of in 
some way every day, and the bucket 
thoroughly cleaned with strong soda 
and water or carbolic acid and water. 
It is advisable to leave a little of this 
n the bottom of the pail. Great atten- 
tion should also be paid to the scullery 
sink and drains, and once or twice a 
week carbolic acid and water or some 
other disinfectant should be poured 
down them. Illness is often caused by 
neglecting these precautions.—Ex.

The Queen has conferred the decora* 
ion of the Albert inedul of the iirst- 
■lass on William John Nutmaii, late 
aster of the steamer Aidar o£ Liver- 
1. 
The following is an account of 
ho services in respect of which the 
ecoration has been offered: At 2 a. m. 
n Jan. 19, while the steamer Stafford- 
hirc of Liverpool was on a voyage 
roin Marseilles to Port Said, signals of 
llstress were observed to be proceed­ 
ing from the steamer Aidar, also of 
.iverpool, and the Staffordshire imme* 
lately proceeded to her assistance. As 
he Aidar was found to be sinking fast, 
hree of the Staffordshire’s lifeboats 
ere at once launched, and, with great 
Ifficulty, owing to the darkness and 
he heavy sea, succeeded in rescuing 
er passengers and crew, twenty-nine 
Ci number. At 6:10 a. m. the only ]>er- 
ons left on the Aidar were Mr. Nut- 
an (the master) and an injured and 
elpless ilreman whom he was endeav- 
j to save, and whom he absolutely 
fused to abandon. The steamer was 
ow rapidly settling down, and as it 
wis no longer safe to remain near liei 
he officer in charge of the rescuing 
»oat asked Mr. Nutman for a final an- 
wer. 
He still persisted in remaining 
vith the injured man, choosing rather 
o face almost certain death than to 
>ave him to his fate. The men in the 
»oat were obliged to pull away, and 
mmediately afterward, at 0:17 a. m., 
he Aidar gave ono or two lurchos and 
oundered. After she disappeared Mr. 
utiuan was seen on the bottom of an 
pturned boat, still holding the fire- 
lan. Half an hour elapsed before the 
iscuing boat could approach, but even- 
ually Mr. Nutman and the fireman 
•ere picked up and taken on board the 
taffordshire, where the injured man 
as with difficulty restored by tho 
hip’s surgeon.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Tho Zerograph. 


Thezerograph, an instrument in ap­ 
pearance very much like an ordinary 
typewriter, is being used in England 
for transmitting or deceiving telegra2)h 
messages, 
One machine is employed 
at each end of the line. 
In sending a 
telegraphic message no special train­ 
ing is required. 
The operator de­ 
presses in turn the keys of what ap­ 
pears to be an ordinary typewriter 
keyboard, with tho usual arrangement 
of the letters. 
The depression of a 
key closes the connection of a local 
battery of from five to ten small ac­ 
cumulators, which causes a current to 
flow, not only actuating tho printing 
and inking mechanism of the trans* 
mitting instrument, but also cloamg 
tho line circuit, which in its turn com­ 
pletes tho local circuit of the receiving 
instrument. 
The two machines are 
thus simultaneously actuated, and as 
the operator presses the key he not 
only prints the message on his own 
instrument, but makes an £xact> re­ 
production upon the receiving instru­ 
ment. 
As soon as the end ot a lino is 
reached the 
machine automatically 
moves the paj^er forward, and, releas­ 
ing a spring, causes the paper roller to 
move along ready for the lirst letter to 
strike at the commencement of a new 
line. 
Tho machine is thus perfectly 
autom&tio in its action, au l may safely 
bo left to take care of itself at the re­ 
ceiving end, the message as ^eceivod 
being printed on the roll of paper 
without any attention being required.

W ORKING IT BACKW ARD.

R e m a r k a b l e Tliinsrs S h o w n by tlie 
K in e to a c o p c W h e n H c v c rse d , 


“Impossibilities 
made 
possible by 
means of the modern inventions in the 
electrical field” furnished the theme of 
a lecture given recently by Trof. G. 
Queroult in the Paris Aeadeipy of Sci­ 
ences. During some of his experiments 
ho hit upon the idea to turn around 
photographic records and also the se­ 
ries of picture seen through the klneto* 
scope, respectively the klnematograph. 
Having photographed a plant at regu­ 
lar intervals and shown In tho klneto* 
scope the growth, the development of 
the stein, leaves, buds, flowers 
and 
fruit, the same consequence of photo­ 
graphic pictures reversed was present­ 
ed to the eye of the astonished acade­ 
micians, who wondered at tho fruit 
turning into flowers, flowers into buds, 
buds drawing back into themselves and 
disappearing, the leaves closing, get­ 
ting smaller and disappearing, 
the 
stem getting shorter and shorter, until 
the earth closes over it 


The most incredible uiings are devel­ 
oped before the eyes of the spectator, 
if a most ordinary series of such pic* 
hires is reversed. A drinker takes up 
and empty glass and replaces it full 
upon the table; a smoker sees the 
stump of a cigar flying at him from 
the floor, takes it to his mouth and sees 
the smoke originate in the room, draws 
it into his mouth and into his cigar, 
which is gradually lengthened 
and 
finally replaced in the pocket. A wres­ 
tler, who has probably thrown away 
his garments, is recovered with them 
by their, so to speak, walking up on 
him to their places, while he himself 
performs motions of which we can un­ 
derstand nothing, because we 
never 
saw these most extraordinary motions 
performed backward; a man, for in­ 
stance, seated at a table before an emp­ 
ty plate, works hard taking bite after 
bite from his mouth, until the chicken 
Is whole again on the dish before him, 
and the side dishes are also returned 
full to their respective places. In order 
to fully enjoy an exhibition of the kin- 
etoscope, such an exhibition should bo 
completed by arranging alongside of 
each other the same scenes in regular 
order in one machine and reversed in 
another. 
It would be advisable, how­ 
ever, to inform the spectators previous 
to their looking at such a reversed se­ 
ries of pictures, for otherwise they 
might think themselves the victim of 
a dream, a hallucination, or something 
worse.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


B a llo o n G a m e in P a r i s . 


The newest sport in Paris is the bal­ 
loon game, which Is played in this fash­ 
ion: A number of toy balloons are en­ 
tered for the competition, and in each 
of them is placed an envelope, contain­ 
ing a postal card, which is addressed 
to the judge of the contest. The littler 
balloons are then set free, and after 
more or less time come to earth again, 
in different parts of the country. Those 
who find them see the envelopes and 
notice thereon a request that the time 
when each balloon was found, and also 
the place, be written on the postal card, 
which is then to be dropped In the 
postoffice. 
At the end of a week the 
various postal cards are compared and 
the prize is awarded to that balloon 
which traveled the greatest distance 
in the shortest time. Not a costly sport 
this, and one which is likely to give a 
great impetus to a new industry, the 
manufacture of racing balloons.

Starner was to come to her house on 
the night set, and it was agreed be- 
ween them that if a light should be in 
icr window she would be ready, but if 
not, Mrs. Starner was to retire. She 
aid that Rumler had informed her 
hat be was in receipt of a pension of a 
housand dollars a year and kept a car- 
iage, but she had been making in- 
quiries about it and believed he was 
deceiving her. The understanding 
with Mrs. Starner was that if the elope- 
ment took place they were to go to- 
gether to a point where Mr. Rumler 
would be in waiting with a carriage 
and then drive to Westminster, where 
the marriage was to have taken place. 


Staroer tesf'fied that at his wife's re- 


quest he went with her to the home of 
Miss Dutterer at the time appointed, 
and when they reached the yard gate 
discovered that the signal agreed upon 
was missing. They were about to re- 
tire 
when

determined to make some inquiries of 
them in relation to the matter. He 
went through the gate and approachec 
them without a suspicion of danger. 
Iu reply to a request for information 
one of them said, «I'H show you," and 
immediately fired upon him with a 
shot gun. The charge took eBfect in 
his leg, making a painful and trouble 
some wound from which he is still suf 
fering. A second shot was fired, but 
missed him 
He said it was too dark 


to distinguish the features of the men, 
but he swore positively that the voice 
of the man who shot him was that of 
Jerome Dntterer. The accused is a 
relative of Miss Dutterer. The latter 
is said to be worth about $10,000. The 
affair still excites great interest.

The Atlanta Constitution 
says: 


About six months ago Massachusetts 
created the State Highway Commis- 
sion, and since that time eighty-nine 
miles of first-class roads have been 
constructed under the auspices of the 
new Board. 
The experiment is so 


eatisfactory that the Legislature this 
•winter is expected to make a larger 
appropriation for roadways, and it is 
now certain that the work so auspic- 
iously begun will be pushed forward 
•with iccreased vigor. The fact that 
the people are willing, after spending 
§700,000 in 1895, to spend a still 
larger sum shows that the movement 
in favor of good roads is already pop- 
ular enough in Massachusetts to hold 
its own, and it is natural to suppose ! 
.that other States will organize their 
commissions and go to work on the 
same line. New Jersey had a eome- 
what similar experience a lew years 
ago, and after a few score miles of 
substantial roads had been completed 
the people all over the State demand- 
ed their extension and expressed their 
•willingness to submit to a much 
higher tax rate in order to secure 
these improvements. As' the country 
fills np with population the highway 
question will assume greater promi- 
nence and good roadways will be con- 
structed at the expense of future 
generations, instead of causing the 
entire cost to fall upon the people

Telescopic Lenses. 


The great lenses, forty inches in 


clear aperture, for the Yerkes teles- 
cope, are now complete iu the work- 
shop of Alvan G. Clark at Cambridge- j 
port, Mass. 


An observatory, to be under the 


control of Chicago University, has 
been equipped for the reception of the 
great telescope, and it will soon be in 
use. The tube, which is of steel and 
sirty-three feet long, was made iu I 
time for exhibition at Chicago during ! 
the Columbian Exposition, ind is said 
to be equal to all the demands for 
strength, rigidity and easy movement. 
The two lenses composing the objec- 
tive are of the simplest form. One is 
of crown and the other of flint glass, 
each being forty and a half inches in 
diameter. An inch and a half is cut 
off in mounting, giving a clear aper- 
ture of forty inches. The crown lense 
is double convex, three-quarters of an 
inch thick at the edge and two and 
three-quarters of an inch thick at the 
center. Being well supported about 
the circumference, this thickness gives 
sufficient rigidity, although the weight 
is nearly two hundred pounds. The 
flint or uegath e lens is plano-concave, 
two inches thick on the edge and 
about an inch and a quarter in the 
center, weighing 3000 pounds. These 
lenses have been tested for months bv 
Mr. Clark, and local imperfections 
have been corrected in the most care- 
ful manner. 


The production of the rough disks 


of glass was a labor of great difficulty, 
and the final success of the makers in 
Paris marks a great advance in the 
manufacture of optical glass. One of 
the disks was completed and delivered 
atCambridgeport long before the other 
was perfected, and it was necessary to 
await the production of both before 
the labor of grinding and polishing 
could be undertaken. 


It would not be surpri^ng if a teles- 


cope of forty-eight inches apertnre 
were constructed within the next ten 
years and perhaps earlier. Of course, 
the possible sagging of the glass from 
its own weight may become percepti- 
ble in a glass of fifty inches. But the 
perfection of the forty-inch glass 
shows that the limit has not been 
reached, and no one can tell whether 
a properly proportioned glass of forty- 
eight inches will sag or not until \ 
the experiment be tried. —.Rochester 
Democrat and Chronicle.

"Little Kentucky." 


"Little Kentucky," as it might be 


dubbed very appropriately, is located 
opposite Island No. 10/whera Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee meet. The river, 
by gradually cutting out the Kentucky 
bank, had worn off a narrow strip of 
land, nnti one bright morning several 
people who lived on this side of the 
line woke up to find themselves on the 
other side. In other word?, the swift 
current had washed away the nee!: of 
earth which made the extreme south- 
western corner ot this State a part 
of the commonwealth of KentucKv. 
The sectiou of territory thus separated 
from its parent, as it were, is ten miles 
long and five miles wide--quite a good 
mouthful to take in at one bite, even 
for the greedy Mississippi. 


Every well-posted river man and 


every person who is acquainted with 
the geography and typography of this 
State will understand how such a 
thing could happen. Eight at the 
State line the river forms a loop about 
ten miles long. 
The loop extends up 


into Fulton County. The swiffc stream 
has simply drawn this noose tight and 
formed an island out of what was 
formerly a peninsula. 
Hiekman is 


the closest town of any size to the 
place where all this land making oc- 
curred. Darnell, a little hamlet over 
in Obion County, Tennessee, is quite 
near the spot. 


The boundary line between Ken- 


tucky and Tennessee has always been 
rather complicated down about Island 
Jfo. 10, owing to the peculiar bend in 
the Mississippi mentioned above. The 
lakss, bayous and sloughs which bisect 
that corner of Fulton County in all 
directions also serve to mix matters. 
The biting off of such a large strip oi 
soil will add to the general confusion, 
and the question may arise as to 
whether "Little Kentucky"' will here- 
after belong to the domiin of the 
volunteer State or still he a part an3 
parcel of the dark andblooJy ground.

It Wrecks a Manufacturing Build- 
ing at New Haven. 


NEW HAVKN, Jan. 23—A tremendous 
explosion of gas ocourrcd In tho factory of 
Frank Piloprar & Co. Jocatod In tho build- 
ing d English & Mersy, on Crown street. 
One man was Ipstantly killed by the ex- 
plosion, two others lost tholr lives In the 
fierce firo which followed, tho buildings 
and contents were totally destroyed, and 
a loss of $100,000 


The dead are: Joseph C. Haasor, ma- 
chinist, ftRod 3S, body frightfully mangled; 
Thomas Toof, iigpd 40, body almost burned 
away; Harboua Stevens, aged 94, body 
horribly burned. 


Injured: Frank P, Pflogar, Sr., burned 
about face and arms; Alexis EIrah, a fore- 
man, burned and 
bruised; Frank 
C. 
Richter and James T. McNeil, seriously 
bruised. 


Tho explosion occurred without a sec* 
ond*fl warning, and was felt throughout 
the city, Tho cylinder of a gas regulator, 
containing a gaseous fluid with which an 
experiment was being made, blow out with 
a report similar to that of a ten pounder. 
The retort tore through the ceiling in the 
apartment of Frank P. Pflogar 
Co., and 
burst through the roof. Joseph Hauser, a 
machinist, was attending the regulator, 
and was torn to atoms. H is throat was 
out, one leg was blown off, both arms and 
the remaining leg were broken, the faco 
wot battered to a pulp and the trunk was 
a mass of cuts and bruise». 


At the time of tho explosion there were 
in the building forty persons, including 
the factory hands and the office clerks in 
the throe concerns located there. The 
building was a four-story brick structure. 
On the ground floor and second story were 
the works of English & Merrick, manu- 
facturers of carriage hardware. On tho 
third floor were the rooms of Edwin J. 
Toof & Co., makers of sewing machine at- 
tachments, and the fourth floor was occu- 
pied by F. P. Pfteger & Co., machinists. 


As soon as tho report was heard the work- 
men rushed for their lires. In an Instant 
the building was filled with smoke, steam 
and dust, and flames bunt out with great 
Tiolence, fanned by the draft of air ad- 
mitted through the front of the building, 
which had been completely blown out. In 
a trice the flames communicated to the 
whole building. 


The entire flre department, together 
with the reserves, was called to the soene, 
and it was three hours before the flre was 
under control. Meanwhile Hauser's body 
had been found on tho first floor. As the 
: firemen arrived upon the scene the crowd 
which had gathered was scattered by an- 
other explosion, not so viulont as tho flrst. 
When the building could be entered the 
search for dead bodies was begun. Tho 
roll was called and it was thought that 
all had been accounted for. A little later, 
however, tho flremon made their way 
through a mass of debris and came upon 
two horribly burned bodies, which were 
Identified as tho^e of Bookkeeper Stevens 
and Thomas Toof. 


The loss will prove total to the owners 
of the building and the tenants. Although 
the loss will not reach a figure much in 
excess of f100,000, there is insurance on tho 
property amounting to $103,000. It appears 
that In order to us^ acetyline in a build 
ing a special permit must be obtained. 
This bad not been done in this cose, and it 
is likely that some contest will be made 
against the claims for insurance. 


Death of General Kwing. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—General Thomas 
Kwing, who was knocked down by a cable 
car on Monday, died yesterday from tho 
shock. General Bwlng had left his home, 
intending to go down town by tho elevated 
toad. As he reached Third avenue a cable 
ear passed, and he stopped dlrcctly behind 
It, not noticing that one from the opposite 
direction was right upon him. The corner 
of the oar struck him and throw him back 
several yards, and ho landed on his bead. 
General Ewiug, who was a native of Ohio, 
was one of the lioutenants of the late Al- 
len G. Thurman in his Ohio campaign, 
and served a term in congress from that 
state. He had a jlifitinguiBiiod war record« 


American Prigonors m the Trangvaal, 
WASHINGTON. Jan. 21.—bonutors White

AN EQUINE KOLOCAUST. 


JL Seor« of Hories Burned to Death M 


LaMcaster, Ps. 


LAKCASTEft, Pa., Jan. »1.—Fire''last 
night destroyed the large frame livery and 
boarding stables of Benjamin W. Hirsh, 
in the central section of the city. The 
building was of frame, and the flames 
spread with groat rapidity, tho structure 
being a blaElng mass when tho firemen 
reached It. 
There were between thirty 
and forty horses in the stables when the 
flre broke out, and less than half of them 
were gotten out, the number burnod being 
«stbnated at twenty or more. 
Among 
these were valuable animals with good 
race track records. Tho terror of the 
frightened beasts, penned in their flam- 
ing prison, added to the excitement. 


Tho flremen wore hampered in the work 
of preventing the spread of the flames by a 
network of oleotrio light, telephone and 
telegraph wires surrounding the building. 
Nothing in the bixilding was saved, the 
efforts of the flremen being directed to 
saving the adjoining property. Quantities 
of oats, hay and other material were de- 
stroyed, together with many valuable car- 
riages. The loss will aggregate upwards 
of $30,000. The flre is thought to have 
been of Inoendiary origin. 


GENERAL CAMPOS' SUCCESSOR, 


General Woyler Will Lead tho War Anatnst 
Cuban Insargeats« 


MADRID, Jan. 18. — The cabinct has 
unanimously decided to supersede Captain 
Genoral Martinez de Campos and his Ilea- 
tenant, Greneral Arderius, owing to differ- 
ences which exist between them and tho 
political parties in Cuba. General Marin 
and General Pando, who are now in com- 
mand of Spanish troops in the province of 
Santiago de Cuba, will replace Generals 
Campos and Arderius temporarily. 


HAVAKA, Jan. 90.—A dispatch from 
Madrid annoimces that General Valeriano 
Weyler haa accepted the appointment to 
the governorship of Cuba, and will sail for 
the island on Friday next. General Suarez 
Taldes has been appointed second in com- 
mand. Gteneral Polavioja, whose name 
had been mentioned as the probably suc- 
cessor of (xcneral Campos, had a confer- 
ence on Satxirday with tho president of the 
council of ministers, Sonor Canovas del 
Castillo, at Madrid. The general expressed 
himself as favoring the appointment of 
General Valeriano Weyler as captain gen- 
eral, and in consequeucc the latter was 
sent for. Cuban sympathizers here declare 
that Weyler'» policy will be one- of brutal 
annihilation. 


On Saturday Greneral Campos, who will 
return Immediately to Spain, sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Senor Castillo: 
''I 
consider your telegram as an order, but I 
ought to state that I have not given my 
resignation. I have no sense of failure. I 
am the first to congratúlate the govern- 
ment upon its decision, which, perhaps, 
will avert disagreements which do not 
affect me and yet might be hurtful to 
Spain." 


The Proclamation Kcady. 


WASHIKGTON, Jan. 21.—It is learned 
from a trustworthy source that the United 
States is about to rccognlze the belliger- 
ency of the Cuban insurgents. There is 
high authority for tho etatemont that 
President Cleveland was ready on Satur- 
day to issue a proclamatlou recognizing 
the belligerency of the revolutionises, and 
that It was withheld on account of the an- 
nouncemont of the recall of General Cam- 
pos. It was folt by tho president that to 
issue a proclamation Immedlfltely on the 
heels of this action would be an affront to 
the Spanish government, and a delay of a 
few days waa accordingly decided upon. 


Train Dropped Into a Mine* 


HAZLHTON, Pa., Jan. 21.—Tho Lehigh 
Valley train which loft Wllkesbarre at 
6:15 o'clock last night, and is duo here at 
7:22, In chargo of Engineer Michael Lon- 
aer and Conductor George Reese, was pre- 
cipitated into a coal mine near this place. 
Ijonzcr was wedged between the baggage 
car and tho ground, and was crushed to 
death. The fireman, Frederick Meyers, 
escaped with a lacerated scalp, but will 
probably die.

A THRIVING INDUSTRY O F F TIIK 
FLimiDA COAST.] 
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Hwndx'Otls of ^lon at Worlc—Srnrcli-

in Other Places. 
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f IM SOANLAN, with hiß bnok 
to tho stove in a wiirehoußo 
on tho rivor, was telling tho 
t, 
group of lako sailors how ho 
had fished for sponges ofT tho Florida 
Keys. "You see, boys," said he, "you 
stick your head in a bucket over tho 
aide of tho clinfiy, and you can eeo the 
sponges hard fast to tho bottom. Then 
you put down your hook and haul 
away, and get a beauty." 


"How can you see through a buoket, 
Tim?" asked one of bis friends. 


"Because, d'yo see, the bucket has 
a glass bottom to it, and that's no lie. 
Whpu tho light is on the Water you 
can*t see below the top, can you, be- 
cause the water is a sort of a looking- 
glasfi, but you can see under water, 
unless you are blind, if you keep your 
eyes open. 
So what do those chaps do 
but clap a piece of glass in the bottom 
of a bucket after knocking out tho 
wood, nnd then they stick their heads 
in the buckets, with the bails around 
their necks, and shovo tho buckets un- 
til the glass is under water, and they 
can see down ten fathoms or more/' 
"I miud the time when I was sail- 


in a smell which is worse than any 
down at the stock yards will never be 
able to make a living 
fishing 
lor 
sponges. 


"But you get URed to it in time, and 
you get so you can tell just when tho 
sponges should be taken to thespongo 
crawls. 
A sjDonge crawl is made by 
staking out a space about twelve feet 
square in shallow water. 
Tho partly 
cured sponges aro put to soak in tho 
crawl and are beaten with clubs and 
thus washed out. 
Tho water of the 
crawl is only two or three feet deep, 
found, the old method of diving is 
and tho men who wash them use flat 
clubs. Then they are taken out, struug 
on strings, packedtii^ bales and sold. 
Sometimes sponges 
are 
bleached. 
That makes them white, but hurts the 
sponge. 


"The sheep wool sponge is the best 
sponge. 
It IS soft, just like velvet, 
and strong. 
Sheep wool sponges aro 
sold for bath sponges, but most of 
them are used for washing carriages. 
The yellow sponge is a good sponge, 
bub it is nob so soft and strong as the 
sheep wool, and tho grass spongo is 
poorest and cheapest." 


The sponge belongs to one of the 
lowest orders of animal life. Its skele- 
ton is a strong fibrous substance, and 
tho animal part of it is a gelatinous 
matter which fills the pores and cov- 
ers the entire surface. 
If this mutter 
is not removed within a few hours af- 
ter tho sjionge has been torn from tho 
rock or stones to whi3h it was fas- 
tened it is almost impossible to purify 
it. The hooking or harpooning meth-

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ing on a fruiter in the Mediterranean,

diving 
for 
sponges," said another sailor, 
"But 
they dived, they did, and did not fish 
with hooks. They carried a fuU diver's 
outfit with them, pump and all, and 
the diver was let down over the side 
and filled ^his basket with the nasty 


Then Tim, who had been a sponge 
fieltie^^ for more than a year, spun his 
yarn.' Said he: 


"We worked the, fishing grounds 
just off Anclote Keys, moving from 
there toOedarKeys, and we worked in 
from three to six fathoms. 
Some of 
tho finest si^onges in the world come 
from that coast and hundreds of men 
are worked there. 
We coasted up and 
down in a thirty-ton schooner-rigged 
craft, with a broad beam and drawing 
but little water. We carried ten men, 
including the cook, and four dingies, 
which, you know, are small yawls. 
Two men to a dingy was the way we 
were told off, one to skull and one to 
hook. 
The dingies were eighteen fe^t 
long and five feet beam, light and 
strong. 
They are made light because 
two men handle them, and they must 
be strong and seaworthy because we 
worked sometimes in a heavy sea. 


"Tho sculling notch was to ono side 
of the centre of tho stern, and ib was 
cut in the end of a short bit of plank 
which could be taken off if it was in 
the way. 
The spongo hooks are made 
of iron, have three prongs and are 
curved. 
They are about six inches 
wide, and a long i)oIe fits into the 
socket, 
Ono man, as I said, sculled 
tho boat slowly along, and the other 
hunted for the sponges. 
He used the 
sponge glass and motioned to tho man 
in tho stern to go this or that way. 
When ho saw a good sponge he shoved 
the hook down over ifc and fastening 
the prongs of tho hook in it pulled it 
from tho bottom and into tho boat. 


"When ^yQ Qot a boat load we 
Bcullod to the schooner, 
and the 
sponges were piled up on tho deck un- 
til the 'gurry' ran out of them. 
The 
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dried-up sponges that aro sold in the 
drug stores are the 
skeletons 
of 
tho sponges, 
When they are pulled 
from the water they aro covered with 
a glue-like stuff and filled with slimy 
mutter. 
This slimy matter is the 
gurry and the sponges are kept on the 
deck until this gurry runs away, 
{Sometimes they aro kept aboard two 
days, and the man who cannot liork 


ods used in the Florida and Cuban 
fishing grounds are useless when the 
sponges lie in deep water. 


In some parts of the Mediterranean 
Sea, where very fine sponges are 
used. 
The diver fastens a stone to bis 
feet and with a long rope in his hand 
goes down feet first. Some divers can 
remain under water for three minutes 
at a time. 
They snatch the sponges 
from tho bottom, working rapidly as 
possible. 
If lucky the diver tills the 
little basket he carries, tugs hard at 
the rope and- is drawn to the surface. 
Another method employed in sponge- 
fishing is dredging. 
The dredge is a 
strong, heavy net, from six to eight 
yards long and about one yard high. 
It is made of hair cords, with 
the 
meshes 
about four inches square. 
This is dragged along the bottom by a 
rope attached to the bowsprit of a 
small sailing vessel. As it passes over 
tho bottom it tears the sponges fi'om 
their anchorage and they fall into tho 
net. 


Of lato years divers clad in armor 
have become common oil the Greek 
coast. 
They descend in thirty and 
forty fathoms and bring up tho finest 
surgeon, nursery and toilet sponges 
and rare cup sponges. 
After the 
sponges are brought to the land they 
are buried in sand and kei^t there un- 
til thoy aro decomxjosed. 
Then they 
are washed in a running stream of 
fresh 
water, carefully 
dried 
and 
packed in bales for.the market. If the 
sponges are not jDerfectly dry when 
packed they aro liable to catch the 
"cholera," which means that they be- 
come heated and are discolored with 
orange colored blotches. 


The demand for fine sponges always 
exceeds the sui^ply, and some particu- 
larly fine cup spongLS have brought 
$100 a dozen. 
Tho prices of Florida 
sponges have doubled in the last twen- 
ty years, and sponge experta declare 
that they will bo still more expensive. 
As sponges aro sold by weight, dis- 
honest 
dealers frequently 
fill 
the 
sponges with sand to increase tho 
weight, but th;3 practice is dying out. 
The practical value of the spongo lies 
in its great absorbing capacity and 
also is due to tho fact that water soft- 
ens the tissues until they become soft 
and pliable. 
Although sponges are 
found in all tropical or semi-tropical 
waters, the commercial si^onges are 
confined almost exclusively to the 
waters of the southern and western 
coast of Florida, the Bahaman archi- 
pelago and to the Mediterranean and 
KedSeas. 
The,sponges, as they are 
found in their native waters, varj^ in 
form; some are cup or vase shaped, 
others half round, others globular, 
some are fan-shaped and some cylin- 
drical.

AVaiat,Claims to Bo tho Fattest MalV 


"The fattest man in America" is the 
way in which Leo Whitton announces 
himself. 
Up to a year ago Leo had 
been growing broader, rounder and 
more uncomfortable for tho past thir- 
ty-sGvon years. He weighs 715 pounds, 
Daniel Lambert, the Norfolk giant, 
tipped the beam at 729 pounds^ scor- 
ing tho world's record. 
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Whitton's tremendous girth is not 
so ajiparent when he stands, but when 
he sits he is startling. 
His measure- 
ments are: Height, 5 feet 10 inches; 
neck, 
26 inches; biceps, 28 
inches; 
chest, 6 feet; waist, 7 feet; thigh, 49 
inches; calf, 26 inahes. 
He comes of 
a stock noted for 
fleshiness. 
He was

were discovered in combat, and with 
their hoins inseparably tangled.

15 last, 
when 
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he came upon 
two Virginia

bucks 
locked in a mortal 
tangle. 
How 
long 
they 
had 
been

had 
plowed up about two acres of ground 
in their'struggle. 
They ^could not 
run away and Mr. Brown ended their 
struggle by shooting them. 
He cut 
off the heads and sent them to this 
city to have them mounted as he 
found them, 
N. Slotkjn, the taxider- 
mist who prepared them, 
say the 
horns could only be untangled by 
breaking them or loosining them from 
the skull, and this was never done, so 
they remain 
as 
the hunter found 
them. 


The deer were young bucks of about 
the same age, probably two years old. 
The taxidermist said if they had been 
mounted full figure they would have 
been worth more than §5000. As they 
are now, he says, the pair of heads 
is worth $600. 
They belong to the 
man who killed them, aud who will

Aftor His AiTllctlon Prostrated ÏTlm 
Ifo Bocanie a Methodist Preachcr 
of >Vondorful Power. 


T 
f HE item 
appearing in tho 
daily papers narrating how 
the grave of Edgar Pratt, well 
G 
known as tho "Ossifiod Man,'* 
had been robbed recently caused con- 
siderable excitement in the vicinity 
of Sodus, N, Y., where Edgar Pratt 
was born, educated, learned his trade, 
transacted business, 
and where 
his 
widow and her mother at present re- 
side. 


Edgar Pratt, savs a Sodus 
letter 
to the New York Times, was a son of 
William Pratt, a ^^oll-known farmer, 
who for many years resided on a farm 
which ho owned on tho town line road 
between Williamson 
and 
Ontario, 
south of tho "Eidgo Bead," so called. 
Tho family is ono of tho oldest iu 
Wayne County. 


Tho "Ossified Man" was born in tho 
town of Williamson, was educated at 
tho public schools in that village, and 
completed his 
education in 
Sodus 
Academy. 
He was a 
well-formed 
young man, bright, and fine looking. 
He came to Sodus about 1878 and 
went to work for 
Charles Delano, 
learning the trade of carnage trim- 
ming. 
Ho was not religiously in- 
clined, in which respect ho differed 
very materially from his parents and 
other members of tho Pratt family. 
While the young man was working 
at his trade his father sold the farm, 
and 
with the 
family removed 
to 
Douglass, Butler Coonty, Kan., tho 
son Edgar accompanying. 
The latter 
secured a position as stage driver. 
Through exposure on the stage route 
he 
contracted 
rheumatism, 
which 
eventually compelled his abandoning 
that vocation. 
His condition became 
critical. 
He recovered from his ill- 
ness, and shortly afterward removed 
to Sodus, whore he opened up a car- 
riage trimming establishment. 
Eheu- 
matism returned, and he was soon 
prostrated with bis old ailment. Medi- 
cal science was invoked, but nothing 
could be done. 
At length, being in 
destitute circumstances, his brother, 
Daniel Pratt, camo from Kansas and 
took Edgar out West with him. Shortly 
after this ossification began to set in 
and the patient suffered untold agony. 


An 
exhorter 
came 
to Douglass, 
(vhich was then comparatively desti- 
tute of religious influences, and Pratt 
became converted. 
He joined 
tho 
Methodist Episcopal Church and soon 
became one of the warmest supporters 
^f that denomination. 
Ossification 
by that time had become so advanced 
that the man was taken before a board 
0Î medical experts in New York City. 
Tho caso had baffled the skill of all 
Western i^hysicians who 
had 
been 
consulted. 
The New York surgeons 
pronounced the caso a most marvelous 
DUO in the annals of medical jurispru- 
dence. 


An offer of $1000 per year during 
life and $5000 to the widow at his 
death, provided Pratt 
would 
con- 
tract to have his body delivered to 
the New York medical 
experts at 
his death, was spurned, Pratt alleg- 
ing that his condition was due to an 
act of Providence. 
He claimed that 
he was suffering a just ])unÍRhment for 
not improving his talents while young 
and before being afflicted with disease. 
His exhortations became 
so 
pro- 
nounced that his religious admirers 
built a wagon, in which 
he 
lay 
stretched out rigid as a block of mar- 
ble, 
During the last four years of his 
life ho suffered no pain whatever, but 
was unable to move a joint. 
Starva- 
tion at one time threatened him, and 
four of his front teeth were removed, 
and through the aperture thin liquid 
food was injected, and thus was lifo 
sustained. 
In his carriage ho was 
taken to camp meetings, where he was 
tho centre of attraction on account of 
his condition and tho earnestness Avith 
which he exhorted. 
It is said that 
through his instrumentality thousands 
were converted. 


Offers from museums were refused, 
Pratt insisting that his mission was 
to convert as many to religion as pos- 
sible during his remaining days. 
His 
faithful T/ifo remained with him until 
his death, which occurred less than a 
year ago. Museum managers and jihy- 
öioians, even after Pratt's death, con- 
tinued to deluge the widow and parents 
of the ossified man with letters and tele- 
grams offering large amounts for the 
remains. 
This so alarmed tho father 
that he declined to allow his son to be 
buried in tho Douglass cemetery, but 
instead had the body interred in a 
flower bed in the dooryard beneath 
the father's window, where he could 
keep an ever-watchful oyo upon it. 
It 
so happened recently, however, that 
the father Avas drawn as a juror at El 
Dorado, the county seat, and during 
his absenco the ghouls succeeded iu 
robbing the grave. 


Viewed from a scientifio standpoint 
the case of Edgar Pratt was ono of the 
most puzzling over brought before the 
attention of medical experts, 
Pratt h 
believed to have been the only com- 
pletely ossified m^n on record.

This being tho .case, 
gave the squeezed-out halves of the 
fruit used in cookery and rub them on 
the table before scrubbinfr It. 


When acid ban been spilled on to acy 
article and the color destroyed, it may 
frequently be restored by dabbing the 
marks with a little spirits of harts- 
horn. Another method Is to pour am- 
monia on to the mark, and then weh 
soa& It with chloroform. 


A useful blacking for boots may be 
made as follows: Take three ounces of 
Ivory black, two ounces of treacle, half 
an ounce of sweet oil, and half an ounce 
of vitriol. Add gradually a quarter of 
a pint of vinejrar and three-quarters 
of a pint of Avater. Mix together Into 
a paste. 


A method of removing spilt ink is flrst 
to take up as much as possible with a 
spoon and tlien pour some milk on tho 
place. This will mix with tho remain- 
ing Ink and must als<j bo taken up with 
a spoon» and this must be repeated until 
the milk Is hardly colored with ink at 
all. 
Then wash the place with cold 
water and wipe dry with a cloth. 


In close, mild weather it is impos- 
sible to be too careful about the buck- 
ets in which.refuse is kept. It should 
be burned or buried or got rid of in 
Gome way every day, and the bucket 
thoroughly cleaned with strong soda 
and water or carbolic acid and water. 
It is advisable to leave a little of this 
In the bottom of the pail. Great atten^ 
lion should also be paid to the scullery 
sink and drains, and once or twice a 
week carbolic acid and water or some 
other disinfectant should be poured 
down thorn. Illness is often caused by 
neglecting these precautions.—Ex.

determined to make some inquiries of 
them in relation to the matter.

went through the gate and approached 
them without a suspicion of danger. 
In reply to a request for information 
one of them said, <«I'll show you," and 
immediately fired upon him with a 
shot gun. 
The charge took effect in 
his leg, making a painful and trouble- 
some wound from which he is still suf- 
fering. 
A second shot was fired, but 
missed him 
He said it was too dark 
to distinguish the features of the men, 
but he swore positively that the voice 
of the man who shot him was that of 
Jerome Dutterer. 
The accused is a 
relative of Miss Dutterer.

is said to be worth about 5io,ooo. The

CANNED ROKN. 


Relocb corn that is full in the milk, 
but not hard. With a sharp knife score 
the kernels by cutting through 
the 
center of every row, thpu cut from the 
cob nnd with the back of tho knifo 
scrapo all tho milk off the cob.

about a teacupful into a quart jar and 
pound it down with a small woodon 
mnu^ made like a potato masher; keep 
adding corn and pounding it down un- 
til tho jar is lillod to within half an 
inch of tho top. 
There must bo no air 
spaces between tho kiirnels and the 
milk must fill every space. 
Put the 
rubber ou and tho covcr about half- 
way, set tho jar into a kettlo of cold 
water, having placed a piece of board 
between bottom of jar and kettle; let 
it boil threo hours, then screw tho 
cover on as tightly as possible-then 
boil one hour longer. 
As soon as the 
jar is cold, wrap in brown paper and 
put on its side in the coolest part of 
the cellar. 
By using a wash boiler to 
boil them in, four jars may bo canned 
at a time.—New England Homestead, 


Tins MODElj lilNEN CLOSET. 


F.verv housewife knows the comfort 
of having a cupboard set asiJo for tho 
sole use of the house linen. 
It should 
bo her pritle to seo that overything 
contained in this cupboard is neatly 
arranged on the shelves, and where, at 
any moment, she will bo ablo to lay 
her hands on any separate article. To 
attain this she must herself arrange 
the linen on the shelves, and must not 
allow any one else, who is likely to 
disarrange it, to go to the cupboard. 
Let me, then, show you which is the 
best method of arranging the linen 
cupboard. 
I will take an imaginary 
cupboard, which has four shelves. On 
tho first shelf should be placed all the 
bed linen, sheets, pillow cases, etc., 
in different piles. On the second shelf 
all the bed furniture, curtains, etc, ; 
on the third shelf all the table linen, 
together with any toilet mats, doylies, 
etc., and lastly, on the fourth shelf, 
should be placed 
towels, 
kitchen 
linen and the various oddments which 
are a necessary adjunct to make up a 
complete set of house linen. 
Like all 
cupboards, the linen chest requires 
frequent overhauling, for the tiresome 
serviettes, tea cloths, etc,, will wear 
out and want replenishing. 
In most 
cases it is a wise plan to replace each 
article as it wears, and in this way yon 
will always have the full set of linen 
and will not suddenly find that you 
havo not sufiScient table napkins to go 
round.—New York Advertiser. 


TO GArvNISH COLD DISHES. 


Plain every day dishes at the homo 
table may be made more appetizing if 
the young housekeeper will instruct 
her maid of all work to imy a little 
more attention to them, or if she will 
devote a few moments before each 
meal to seeing that the dish is prettily 
garnished. 


Cold roast lamb is good; but who 
wants to have it placed before him in 
a whole leg or shoulder, without a 
sprig of green, on a hot day? 
A sim- 
ple and effective way to serve cold 
lamb is: 
Select a large loin and have 
your butcher cut each chop up to tho 
]oint; crack the joints, 
but do not 
separate them, and remove the meat 
an inch from the end of each chop 
bono. 
Now draw the two ends of the 
loin together and tie, spreading the 
small onds so they iorm a circle, and 
roast as you would any piece of meat, 
only remembering that the chops be- 
ing separated, the meat will cook more 
quickly. 


This lamb may be served hot or cold, 
but, if it is cold, ornament the end of 
each chop bone with a fringed and 
curled paper cap, stick a bouquet'of 
mint or parsley in tho top, and upon 
the platter between each pair of chops 
put a spoonful of cold boiled string 
beans or peas, and on the green bed a 
small red ball cut Irom boiled beets. 
Serve a French dressing in a seiiarato 
dish for the vegetables. 


This is but one of many ways. If the 
housekeeper shows interest in having 
the home dishes prettily garnished the 
muid soon will bo and will iind she, 
too, has a brain and can surprise you 
with some ingenious device.—Ameri- 
can Cultivator.

I'.r r " the sidewalk and the crowd was decorated 
ftccordingly. 
•r IiBter in the afternoon a delegation from 
^the Cook County Demoeratio club de- 
scended on the college with every hostil" 
'"^y, and demanded that the students who 
• •Had done the throwing be turned over to 
M. They hold possession of the college for 
ft time, and finally left without learning 
who the miscroantg were. The police had 
no bettor success, and Mr. Powers, the 
owner of the building, who is also the 
president of tho college, said that he did 
• not know who had thrown the eggs, al- 
though ho admitted that they came from 
the students in his institution. 


"I would be very glad, to hear that the 
police have arrested those who insulted 
Mr.'Bryan this afternoon," said Chairman 
Mark Hanna, of the national Republican 
committor "The act was a most dlsgraoo- 
tul one, and deserves tho condemnation of 
every right minded person.** 


Mr. Bryan arrived in Chicago at 3:80 p. 
m. over the Alton road. Tho crush to see 
him was so great that tho police had a 
dilHcult task to prevent people from be- 
ing injured. Tho parade was waiting for 
him, :and as soon as he appeared tho 
march was taken up. for tho Battory D, 
on Michigan avenue. 


Entering tho city from Brighton Park, 
where Mrs. Bryan appeared on tho plat- 
form and distributed flowers, there were 
crowds at every street crossing, until the 
Union depot was reached. 


While tho crowds were dispersing after 
the Bryan demonstration at tho depot tho 
Bidewalk in front of -NQ. 121 Canal street 
gave way, and nearly a hundred peoplo 
were precipltftted into tho basement, a 
distance of twelve feet 
Many received 
alight injuries. Tho most seriously in- 
jured were Patrick 
Houston, Michael 
Finan, Albert Powers and William Nolan, 
all middle aged men, Kone of them were 
Catally injured, but all will be confined to 
fchelr beds for some time to come. 


Mr. Bryan made fifteen speeches ia 
the course of tho day and night. 
Begin- 
ning at Linboln shortly after 7 o'clock, ho 
spoke At every town en route where tho 
iTAin stopped, and at every stopping place 
^ bis recepUon was but a repetition of the 
-eoenoB reported at other places. At Bloom- 
ijigton, the home of Vice President Stev- 
enson, tho demonstration was especially 
enthusiastic. Theix) ho was introduced ta 
tho audience by Vice President Steven- 
8on, who said in part: 


"When tho times demand tho man, tho 
man appears. 
The times demanded a 
groat luaiier, and the great loader has ap- 
peared. 
His campaign is tho marvel of 
tlie age. 
Fi*om the Atlantic seaboard, 
3,000 miles SwestwaiHl, his living |words 
have cheered tho despondent, given new ; 
hopes and aspirations to all people, and 
touched tho hearts of millions of his 
countrymen. 
In advocating his election 
we have kept the faith; we preserve tho 
ancient Domooratlc landmarks, the land- 
marks of all the parties up to tho assem- 
bling of tho St Louis convention. 
We 
stand for honest money, the money of the 
constitution.*' 


During Mr. Bryan's speech at Joliet 
Bome one shouted "What's tho matter 
with Hanna?" to which Mr. Bryan laugh- 
ingly replied that ho did not believe he 
Would ^ oiectud. 


In tho course of his spooch at Battery 
P, In this city, Mr. Bryan said: 


"I am not vain enough to believe that 
any part of tho extraordinary enthusiasm 
which I have witnessed between the Mis- 
souri and tho Atlantic coast is intended 
OS a personal tribute. In this groat con- 
tost it is the principles for which tho canr 
dldate stands, and not tlie candidate him- 
self, that hus called forth this demonstra- 
ttun. 


"There is only one thing for wliioh I 
oltjim any credit. 
I believe that you and 
others who havo expressed themselves as 
you have exprossed yourselves havo conil- 
Uenoe that I will curry out tho pledges 
which I have made in this campaign.
